No. IL-19(5)/78. —It is considered that a fresh study ot 
the sleel re-rolling industry should be made in older to 
assess their existing capacity, status and performance, and 
lo recommend a plan of rationalisation of products from 
the integrated steel plants and the re-rollers, as well as other 
measures for the future growth and development of the re- 
rolling industry, ft has, therefore, been decided to set up 
a Technical Committee for the above mentioned study.

3. Terms of Reference : 

(1) to asses and recommend capacity of steel re-rolling 
units on maximum utilisation basis, on the basis of a pre¬ 
determined norms to be adopted by the Committee. As re¬ 
gards the units holding Carry on Business Licence the asses- 
ment would be on the basis of the equipments and machine¬ 
ries installed during the Liberalised Industrial Licensing Policy 
period/’‘effective slept.” taken during the Liberalised Indust¬ 
rial Licensing I’olicy period (i.c. during 19th February, 1970 
to 31 October, 1973 in respect of units other than strips 
/sheets units and for the strips/sheets units for the period 
from 19th February, 1970 to 13th November, 1975 to en¬ 
able the Government to consider fixution of capacity of these 
units on maximum utilisation basis. Capacity installed after 
the LILP period was over may also be indicated for such 
action as may be considered necessary by the Government, 
In respect of units other than C.O.B. unrts, assessment of 
capacity may be made with reference to the capacity licensed, 
capacity installed, past production, status and health of the 
units. The level of investment of all the re-rolling units (in¬ 
cluding the C.O.B. unit')) will also be indicated. 

(2) to evaluate the facilities installed by all the re-rolling 
units with special attention to the identification of— 


(a) units which are technically capable of rolling ingots, 

blooms and billets of carbon as well as alloy steels; 

(b) units considered lit to obtain the 1SI certification 

Mark Scheme in respect of their end products; 

(c) units which do not conform to the above require¬ 

ments and standards; 

(dl units which arc integrated or have tie-up arrange¬ 
ments with mini-steel plants; and 

(e) unit-, which are lying closed. 

(3) to recommended a plan of rationalisation of sections 
for rolling between integrated plants and re-rollers. 

(4) to recommend any other measures for the growih, 
diversification, and development of the re-rolling industry. 

4. The Committee will submit an interim report to the 
Government on item No. 3 of the terms of reference within 
a period of 3 months and the final report within 9 months 
from the date of issue of this Resolution. Recommendations 
of capacity with regard to the C.O.B. licences will be sub¬ 
mitted by the Commitlee in advance, within 3 months from 
the dale of this Resolution.
